The  problem  of  the  right  hedge  in  the  right  place  is 
one  which  should  be  given  careful  consideration  before 
planting.

The  Arbor  Vitae  while  it  grows  to 
a height  of  20'  or  more,  each  individual  tree  in  the  hedge 
would  ordinarily  not  be  more  than  4'  across.  In  addition 
to  these  advantages,  it  requires  practically  no  shearing  to 
keep  it  in  perfect  form  and  trim,  as  for  instance  does  the 
Norway  spruce.
